Factors", 

The  inclusion  of  this  information  in  the  report  itself, 
while  undoubtedly  adding  to  fuller  delineation  of  respondents' 
opinion  on  the  subject  under  study,  would  have  taken  its  toll  in 
lengthening  the  report.   The  "missing"  data  are  therefore  made 
available  in  separate  form  for  those  interested  readers  who  will 
not  be  as  easily  discouraged.

1,098  cases  of  West  Berliners  18  years  of  age  and  over,  who  were 
selected  according  to  strict  probability  procedures.
